home consumer 
Tha drawback provision was nucessary in 


order to enable American exporters to com 
pete in foreign markets. The tax imposed 
upon domestic consumption would hav 
ruined their business without this draw 
back, and their opposition would bave prob- 
ably prevented the adoption of the schedule 
imposing an increased tax on tin plate. I 
is a strange thing that a policy should fim 
favor with any party which gives to grea 
corporations access to the Welsh markets 
for the purchase of cheap tin plate, and a 
the same time denies it to traders who sel 
only in the home market. Exporters can 
iic>! use American tin plate, even If it were 
possible to obtain it. It is too dear. Bu 
American consumers are cut off from any 
;,n plate but dear tin plate, in order to en- 
able speculates to enrich themselves unde 
the plea of establiseing a new industry. 


You will see that Araour & Co. do no 


have to buy tin plate in the same marke 
with the litUe householder who wants a few 
dozen cans in which his wife may put u 
fruit. Now why not compel Armour & Co 
to buy in our market? If the purchase o 
• few cans by Jones and Smith will furai- 
eiDpIojnieijt to several thousand America 
worUngmen the same thing done by Ar 
mour on a larger scale ought to be a goo 
thing.
